LNCOLN, Aug, 2.—Wilam
commenting on Prealdent Roossvelt's lamt
rpeech, sald:  ""The president has at Iast
disclosed hin scheme for ceniralization at
which he has hinted In former speechas
In his Provincetown (Mass.) address he
proposes the national Incorporation of rall-
roads and other corporations engaged in
Intetrsinte commerce

“Here In the secret—It s out at last. The
stater Are annoying the corporations and
the corporations demand federal protecs
tion from state legislation The presldent
think that action ‘is most pressing as re-
gards those corporations which, because
they are common carriors, exercise A quam
publlec function.” The states have been
enacting 2-cent fare Inws and laws reducing
freight ratea and the raliroad managers
demand that they shall be relleved (rom
further fear of such legisiation. The prosi-
dent’'s Hamiltontan |deas make him an eany
vietim and he yields to the entreaties of
the rallroads,

in Interest of Rallroads.

“1f it was the publie he sought to pro-
el he would recommend federal ramedios
which would not interfere with state reme-
dles: but it is the rallronds. not the publie,
than demand the removal of authorily to
Washington

“I'he democrats can be depended upon
to oppose with all thelr might this move-
ment toward centrallsation. I1f any demo-
crnt wavers his constituents should look
rInl«s s business relations and see whether
he |s under obligations to the rallroads. A
